Another Record— 


Michigan Bred and Ked Club Calf Brings $1.75 


The story of another grand champion Aberdeen-Angus bullock 
over all breeds is here to be unravelled. This time it is the record 
of a pure bred steer by the name of Elgan of Fair Lea 428110, calv- 
ed April 20, 1929, and bred by John A. Brown, of Detroit, Michi- 
gan, who has for several years past been quietly building a real 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle because he likes them and believes 
that they are ideal beef cattle. Mr. Brown has been rather careful 
in the selection of his breeding cattle as will be evidenced in a 
close study of the accompanying tabulation for Elgan of Fair Lea. 
The calf was fitted and shown to the grand championship by 14 
year old Forsyth McCrone, of Milan, Michigan, who had the honor 
of showing the first grand champion 4-H Club steer at Junior Live 
Stock Show at the Detroit Stock Yards just prior to Christmas. 

In reporting the winning a local paper says: 

“Forsyth McCrone, 14 years old, of Milan, Mich., was awarded 
the title of grand champion in the first an- 
nual junior live stock show for members of 
4-H Clubs in Michigan, which was conclud- 
ed today at the Detroit Stock Yards with 
the auctioning of the prize cattle for Christ- 
mas beef. 

“McCrone was given a silver loving cup 
at a banquet Wednesday night in the Fort 
Shelby Hotel. The cup was given by the 
sponsors of the exhibition. McCrone’s year- 
ling Aberdeen-Angus steer won in the final 
judging over Robert Robertson, of Yale, who won first in the Short- 
horn contest, and Lynn Spencer, of Tyre, who was blue ribbon win- 
ner in the Hereford class. 

“The other prize winners in the three classes were: 

“Shorthorn—Second, Elton Frey, rural route 4, Ann Arbor; 
third, Dixon Voorhees, rural route 6, Albion; fourth, George Mc- 
Taggart, rural route 3, Saline; fifth, John Black, Yale; sixth, 
George Clare, Gagetown; seventh, John Bisset, Sandusky; eighth, 
Mildred Zimmerman, Dimondale. 

“Hereford—Second, Richard McCarthy, St. Clair; third, Cath- 
erine Hakes, Albion; fourth, Thomas McCarthy, St. Clair; fifth, 
Grant Nichol, McGregor; sixth, Howard Benham, Homer; seventh, 
Clarence Williamson, Sandusky; eighth, Jack Carr, Bad Axe; ninth, 
Robert Jackson, Sunfield; tenth, William McCarthy, Bad Axe. 

“Aberdeen-Angus—Second, Ronney Milligan, Deford; third, 
Jim Milligan, Cass City; fourth, Paul Moore, Cass City; fifth, Don- 
ald Whelan, Tipton; sixth, Paul Bullard, De Witt; seventh, Donald 
Price, Clare. 

Mr. Brown kindly sent along a photograph of the calf but it 
was not sufficiently plain to allow its reproduction. Suffice then 
to say that the picture plainly shows the calf to have been smooth 
and straight and highly fitted, of good type and character, and 
well he should have been coming as he did from a long established 
line of ancestors of show yard ability. His grandsire Earl Mar- 
shall 6th sired many outstanding individuals and himself was a 
good son of Earl Marshall. His paternal grandam was a daughter 
of the famous producers of prize winners—Bandolier. His dam be- 
ing a daughter of the International grand champion Black Marshall 
11th by Earl Marshall and his second dam one of the best daugh- 
ters of Earl Marshall while the third dam is still alive and produc- 
ing a wonderful string of calves. Thus it will be seen that this 
grand champion steer was bred that way. He is a combination of 
the best bloodlines established by Estill & Elliott, Mr. McHenry, 
the Eschers and Ryans and P. J. Donohoe. 

Mr. Brown as well as the lad who fed the calf were highly 
elated over the winning as they should have been. Mr. Brown’s 
letter to the Journal gives a fine report as follows: 

“A year ago, my good friend, Mr. W. W. Crapo sent you the 
information that my steer had won a grand championship at the 
Detroit Stock Show, and sold for 40c a pound, and I am now pleas- 
ed to tell you that a steer of my breeding won the grand champion- 
ship this year, and sold for $1.75 per pound. Last winter, Forsyth 
McCrone of Milan, Michigan, a 14-year-old 4-H Club boy, purchas- 
ed a steer calf from me for $75.00. This calf was one of three that 
we sold to club boys, but the other two that were sold were consid- 
ered better prospects than this one. All three calves were exhibit-

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Tick Eradication 


Florida State Board Sponsors Improvement Campaign 


Early in the present campaign to rid Florida of the cattle fev- 
er tick, Dr. J. V. Knapp, State Veterinarian of Florida, inaugurat- 
ed a cattle improvement program in connection with the tick eradi- 
cation work. During his long experience in tick eradication, Dr. 
Knapp noticed that after the tick fever carrier was exterminated 
in a county, the introduction of improved blood for grading up na- 
tive cattle, was painfully slow. Occasionally a progressive farmer 
would purchase a pure bred bull and after a year or two others 
would possibly follow his lead. Thus, here and there, a gradual 
improvement would take place. This is much slower than such im- 
provement should be. In 
those counties where no per- 
son took the lead in herd im- 
provement by the use of pure 
bred sires, the same class of 
cattle continued to be raised 
as under tick conditions, ex- 
cept of course, they were In 
thriftier condition. The 
greatest benefit to be deriv- 
ed from the eradication of 
the cattle fever tick, was not 
taken advantage of in the de- 
gree that it should. 

The most important re- 
sult of tick eradication, is 
that it makes the pastures 
and ranges safe for cattle 
brought in to the area from 
above the quarantine line. 
This opens up the way for 
cattle improvement by the 
use of improved blood. It 
appeared to Dr. Knapp that 
such improvement should go 
on much more rapid than it 
did. Then came a splendid 
idea. Why not carry on a 
cattle improvement program 
right along with the tick 
eradication work? Why not 
take advantage of the good

built up, for cattle improvement. The supervising veterinarians in 
the field, note the men interested in herd improvement and those 
who should be interested. Dr. R. L. Brinkman, veterinarian, in 
charge of Final Tick Eradication and Live Stock Improvement for 
the Board, has the duty of transmitting the favorable sentiment 
for cattle improvement, into action. He visits the cattlemen with 
the veterinary supervisors, goes into detail with each one, pointing 
out the advantages of using pure bred registered bulls in herd im- 
provement. Orders are obtained along with substantial deposits, 
for the pure breds. When enough orders are obtained to make up 
a full car load, usually from 
30 to 35 head, the breeding 
sections are visited, the bulls 
purchased and delivered to 
the cattlemen at cost. Car 
load after car load of pure 
bred registered bulls have 
been placed in the tick free 
area of Florida in just this 
way. 

In connection with this 
work, banks are visited and 
arrangements made for fin- 
ancial assistance to reliable 
cattlemen who desire to pur- 
chase pure bred sires. As a 
result of a visit to one bank 
recently the following mes- 
sage was sent to the leader 
in one community in Levy 
county: “The money is ready 
for the purchase of the pure 
bred. bulie for the................ 
community.” The results of 
this live stock improvement 
campaign are attracting at- 
‘tention in the live stock 
world.

“Freddie” Roberts takes issue in a letter 
referring to this same article in which he 
writes: “They are certainly taking issue 
with the Aberdeen-Angus breed as to the 
conditions under which they can live and 
produce a high class commercial calf. | 
have not had the opportunity of visiting the 
ranch herds in the state of Texas but I do 
know that they are equal to the Herefords 
in rustling qualities on the ranches I have 
visited in Nebraska, Kansas and Colorado, 


“In the fall of 1929 I inspected several 
thousand head of Aberdeen-Angus calves in 
the Sandhills country of Nebraska. One of 
these ranchmen advised me that the Aber- 
deen-Angus cow required less feed and pro- 
duced a heavier calf at the same age under 
these range conditions than the Hereford. 
He also stated that he had at one time own- 
ed one of the best herds of Herefords in 
Cherry county, Nebraska, and was speaking 
— his own experience with the two beef 

reeds. 


“T think if the Highland Hereford Breed- 
ers’ Association or some member of that 
group of breeders would give the Aberdeen- 
Angus cow a trial they would find her able 
to equal the accomplishments of the Here- 
fords under adverse conditions. In my line 
of work as you know I have the opportun- 
ity of seeing a good many thousand cattle 
in the state every year. I have found this 
year in the western half of the state more 
Aberdeen-Angus calves and yearlings in the 
feedlots, by fifty per cent, than in previous 
years. This does not denote an increase in 
the number of cattle on feed, but rather 4 
turning to the Aberdeen-Angus way as 4 
more profitable business enterprise.” 

In another paragraph Dr. Hoffman says: 
“Highland steer calves have brought from 
8c to 9c this year. Heifer calves from Te 
to 8c and steer yearlings from 7%4c to 8%¢ 


Cows have sold from 3%4c to 4c per pound 
and from $35 to $60 a head.” 
As a matter of comparison of prices the 
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nal is ha to say that scarcely any 
ne a fe Hee reported to this of- 
fice have sold this year below 10c per pound 
and from that to 15c per pound, netting 
generally from $40.00 to $60.00 each. Its 
queer how these Aberdeen-Angus fellows 
are able to pick out the better places in 
which to grow their cattle. 

As a matter of fact the doctor perhaps 
grew a bit over enthusiastic in his compari- 
sons. We shouldn’t say that any breed 
would get fat where any other breed would 
starve to death, but rather that some breeds 
or breed might do better than another. And, 


we should not wish to hazard too bold a 
statement in print, especially where it 
might get outside of the family circle. 
Somehow the Journal has the feeling that 
there are none too many good cattle in the 
country no matter what color the hide and 
we are for them all but we don’t like the 
kind of publicity referred to for there has 
been too much of this sort of thing done in 
the past. A boost for the other fellow is a 
better policy. Let’s grab hold of the pure 
bred rope and all pull together just to see 
what it will mean for the advancement of 
commercial cattle interests. 


Seventh Annual 


Producers Baby Beef Club Show avd Sale 


The “BIG TIME” in 4-H Club baby beef 
circles in the territory served by the St. 
Louis market, occured on December 2d and 
3d, this year when the Producers’ Live 
Stock Commission Association presented 
their Seventh 4-H Club and Vocational Ag- 
ricultural Boys and Girls Calf Club Show 
and Sale at the National Stock Yards. “Re- 
peator” a Hereford calf, judged by Ira 
Drymon of Longview Farms, and John C. 
Burns, formerly southwestern representa- 
tive for the American Shorthorn Breeders’ 
Association, to be the best out of the 165 
calves entered, brought 51¢c a pound at the 
special sale. 

Junior E. S. Matteson, of Paris, Mo., was 
the proud owner, and with this grand cham- 
pionship came $50.00 as a cash award be- 
sides the $20.00 he won as first prize Here- 
ford. The calf weighed 990 pounds and 
was as smooth as a ribbon. It was fought 
for in the exciting bidding at the auction 
by George Hart, superintendent of dining 
service for the Wabash Railway and by the 
Mark Twain and Claridge hotels of St. 
Louis, Mo. George Hart finally won out on 
the final bid. 

Raymond Mobley, of Mt. Sterling, IIl., 
was the proud owner of the reserve cham- 
pion, his Aberdeen-Angus calf “Sunny-Side- 
Up,” bringing him $25.00 in cash and $20.00 
for first prize in his breed. It brought 
$33.00 ewt. in the auction and was purchas- 
ed by the Tri-City Grocery Company of 
Granite City, Illinois, and weighed 880 lbs. 
It was Raymond Mobley’s third reserve 
championship won on the St. Louis market, 
and was almost another grand champion- 
= since he had already won one of these 
also. 

The first prize in the Shorthorn class 
went to Wynn Miller of Columbia, Missouri, 
with his calf from pedigreed ancestors, re- 
lated to those on the farm of the Missouri 
College of Agriculture. It also brought 
third highest price in the auction selling at 
25¢c a pound to the Mark Twain and Clar- 
idge hotels. 

December 2nd was a gala day for the 
youngsters and early in the morning they 
were out currying and polishing their calves 
for the judging to begin at 10:00 o’clock. 
Some of the cream of beef production, 
among the best in the United States, was 
there. Eliminations were rapid but dark- 
ness fell on the group just as the best five 
calves from counties were selected. 


Out of 9 counties from Missouri, and 15 
counties represented from Illinois, Monroe 
County, Missouri, led with the best 5 calves 
from a single county. Sangamon County, 
Illinois, followed in second place, Adams 
County, Illinois, 3rd; Monroe County, Mo., 
again in 4th place; Pike County, Mo. 5th; 


Macoupin County, IIl., 6th; Sangamon Coun- 
ty, repeating again in 7th; Edwards Coun- 
ty, Ill., 8th; and Montgomery County, IIL, 
9th. To the best five went the huge silver 
loving cup. 

Like a dream all vanished from the judg- 
ing grounds immediately after the show, 
and one could easily imagine it was but a 
fancy they had seen. Yet a few minutes 
later, as at a ball, all the youngsters were 
dressed in their finest regalia and seated 
at a huge banquet at the Claridge Hotel in 
St. Louis, Mo. They were served every- 
thing from shrimp cocktail to coffee and 
milk with the finale of molded ice cream 
as usual. 

Mixed with the pleasantries of the feast 
were songs and music furnished by Hawai- 
ian serenaders. <A bag of tricks was re- 
leased before them in which a number of 
the boys and girls participated. Scheduled 
as speakers on this momentous occasion, 
were L. W. Baldwin, president of the Mis- 
souri Pacific railroad company, and Walter 
B. Weisenburger, president of the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce. Toastmaster, John 
A. Montgomery, Director of the St. Louis 
Producers from Dexter, Mo., made the 
meeting full of life and exciting with his 
jokes and wit. It was there the youngsters 
were introduced to the well known auction- 
eer, Colonel P. M. Gross, a man who would 
a his best to get another dime for a club 
calf. 

Represented also was the Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad by John Stinson, Director of 
Agricultural Development, who that after- 
noon had brought $100.00 in prize money for 
the best calves from Missouri Pacific ter- 
ritory. Little Junior Matteson, only 13 
years old was introduced to the crowd and 
Raymond Mobley, just 21, bid adieu to his 
last calf club show and sale since he must 
look for greater achievements among the 
grown-ups from now on. 

The jolly brewer of beer, Anheuser-Busch 
famed August A. Busch, was one of the act- 
ive bidders and succeeded in bidding in one 
of the nicest Shorthorn calves of the show. 
The announcement that the calf had been 
purchased by him was singularly greeted 
with applause, evidently showing his wide 
spread popularity. 

The day of the sale was opened early in 
the morning with a large bus tour of St. 
Louis, sponsored by the St. Louis Chamber 
of Commerce. It lasted from 7:00 o’clock

Heavy Snow in Colorado. 

A brief message from James A. Beverly, 
of Yuma, Colorado, in the northeastern part 
of the state calls attention to the fact that 
a heavy snow fall in November had prac- 
tically stopped gathering of corn in that 
section. Mr. Beverly however says he is 
gathering his corn where the snow has not 
entirely covered it up. He also reports an- 
other heavy snow of several inches in depth 
on January 12th. He says, “We stacked 
105 loads of feed and had some rye and 
straw beside. If the snow keeps up it will 
require all of this feed before grass comes. 
The little black Doddies are beginning to 
come. We have four at this time. I re- 
cently purchased Air Line Valley Joeden 
from Albert Kniese to place at the head of 
my herd and I believe he is the best bull I 
ever owned. I sold E. J. McClelland of Yu- 
ma the bull Arta’s Boy B. He used to breed 
Aberdeen-Angus in Iowa, but this is his 
first purchase since coming to Colorado. 
His cows are mostly of the dairy strains. I 
have had many inquiries for bulls and have 
none for sale.” 

Mr. Beverly reported wheat as quoted at 
46 cents, corn at 48 cents and oats at 30 
cents, eggs at 12 cents and butterfat at 18 
cents. He further writes: “I have been in 
the black cattle business for several years 
and have not had much company but it now 
begins to look like things were going to 
change. I was asked the other day if I did 
not like the Shorthorns. My answer was 
that I like the blacks because they were 
the smoothest cattle I know any thing 


about. I shipped twenty-seven spring 
calves last fall that averaged 480 pounds.”

“Raising beef cattle includes their breed- 
ing, feeding and marketing, and constitutes 
an industry that extends into practically all 
parts of the United States and many other 
countries where, in some sections, it is the 
principal occupation of rural inhabitants. 

“The standard by which beef animal ex- 
cellence is measured is practically the same 
everywhere but plans for handling herds, 
for feeding and for marketing vary, more 
or less, in different countries, in different 
sections of the country and even in differ- 
ent herds in a community.

Block accomplishments 
bring with them publicity of the highest or- 
der—breeders of pure bred live stock must 
of themselves individually build a publicity 
program back of their separate business to 
insure greatest returns from a monetary 
viewpoint as well as in satisfaction and en- 
joyment. The show yard will do it, but that 
route is by far more expensive than the ju- 
dicial use of display space in your breed 
magazine. Remember when considering a 
publicity program that the breed paper, like 
the high line which passes your place, is a 
service institution supported chiefly by its 
users—it may go right by your farm and 
your breeding plant, however, unless you 
are connected and become an active unit in 
the system your connected neighbors will be 
the exclusive benefactors. 

To get in step with the new day one must 
be up and coming. Dawn is breaking over 
the horizon—a new cattle day is in the 
borning—to reap the benefits of a full noon 
day sun one must be astir in the wee hours 
of that day—so let’s get in step with a new 
day in the Aberdeen-Angus cattle business.
